However, if parents prefer, 
small children may receive a grape given with the words, "Welcome to the Lord's Ta- 
ble. " 

As we are anointed with oil at Holy Communion today, we are reminded that 
we are all in need of healing in one way or another. Sometimes, it's our bodies that 
need healing; sometimes it's our feelings that are hurt; sometimes it's our thinking 
that needs healing; sometimes it's a relationship that is hurting; sometimes it's our 
faith in God that needs healing. If you wish to share a prayer concern with us at that 
time, you are more than welcome.

Gifts from the Father 



Our lessons today are filled with gifts God-Father gives 
to all of us! 




The ability to argue with and question God. Abraham 
bargains with God over the number of righteous people 
in Sodom. We are reminded of making purchases in the 
Far East...it wasn't a deal until you came to the right 
price with both parties participating! If you don't think 
this is a gift, remember how you felt when your elders 
"shut you down" when you asked a question. 

David reminds us that "though I walk in the midst of 
trouble, you preserve my life." (Psalm 138:7) How many 
times has that gift been played out in our lives? Driving 
through an ice storm near Lake Charles, LA; the certain 
knowledge that everything will be alright when waiting 
in an ICU; moving from one location on the planet to 
another; knowing our daily bread will be provided. 

Paul tells us of God-Holy Spirit. God always with us! We 
are daily strengthened in our faith by the things that 
happen to us and around us. How many times do we 
thank God for the good? How many times do we thank 
God for what is apparently the bad when we are in the 
midst of it - but - it eventually strengthen us? The lost 
job that leads to an even better one that we would have 
never sought had it not been for that "lay-off"! 

Jesus taught his disciples (which includes us) to pray. 
Most of us think that it is only asking. We often forget 
that prayer includes listening! In the midst of our 
prayers there is often seeking...we are confused and 
need God's wisdom or direction in the midst. There is 
also knocking in the midst of prayer...occasionally, that 
knocking turns into "pounding". Knocking is polite... 
often we pound because, from our perspective, our need 
is urgent!
